THE UKAGET TRADE. 

At tlie prpscnt time there are sever- 
al huiuiroil ioen congregated at the 
various Piiget Sound ports awaiting 
tlio opening of the trail from tho Seat- 
tle side to the Skaget gold mines. That 
it is not impossible to communicate 
with the diggings by that route has 
. been demonstrated by the safe return 
of the party of Victorians who last fall 

"^'"left-this place via Hopo and returned 
via Seattle; but the narration of the 
hairbreadth 'scapes of those hardy 
fellows on the return trip, compared 
I • with the case and freedom from riot 

t with wliich they entered tho mines, 
should bo sufficient to induce all read-' 
irig, thinking miners to avoid the ter- 
rors of Sourdough Mountain and J a- 
cob's Ladder. The evidence of Mr. 
Taylou, (n\ hose opinion of the Seattle 
route wo have copied from the Post 
of that town,) weighs heavily against 
the trail from the American side ; and 
altho\igh a miner with a pack may es- 
cape the dangers, the description he 

■ gives shows that the employment of 
pack-animalsof any existing breed isout 

. of the question. To judge from iMr. 

f": Tatlqr's account, before tho minors 

' "of Skagot can be supplied with provi- 
sions it will be necessary to institute a 
new race of quadrupeds — after the 
model of the flying dragons or winged 
liorses of fairyhmd. Animals of that 
description would make nothing of 
Sourdough or Jacob's Ladder. They 
would skim like birds over every oh 
stacle and land their riders or packs 
safely on Tluby Creek. Tu tho absence 
of winged fourfooted animals, how- 

^, ever, a sufficient number of eagles 
might be broken to tho service. In no 
other way (.-an we see the least pros- 
pect of averting a famine in tho mines 
if tho Seattle tiail is depended upon. 
That there may exist a good route 
from tho American side wo are pre- 
pared to believe ; but it has not yet 
been discovered, and until it shall have 
been, the only certain, safe and speeily 
'means of communication with tho new 
gold fields is from British Columbia. 
A miner buying his outfit at Victoria 
will be ' carried with his supplies by 
steamboat to Chilliwhack or Hope for 
the low fare of §5. Upon disembark- 
' inghe will be distant only 40 miles 
from Kuby Creek, which he can make 
in two days over a comparatively level 
ti;ail: — no yawning cl asms, steep moun- 
tdiii^ or "ladders" presenting them- 
Bclvcb .IS obsl-cles to his progress. A 

■ well-known ircightcr in town says he 
will contHM-L to carry miners and their 
outfits ai t?25 citch from tiiis place to 

' tho mines, placing them in the dig- 
:vging8-i.n 3^ tlays from Victoria. This 
' is an offer that should not be lightly 
treated, and in the interest of humani- 
ty every eflort should be made to bring 
the advantages of our route prominent- 
ly to the notice of those bound for the 
, diggings. Steamboat men, morcliaiits 
and packers should bestir themselves. 
There is no time to be lost if the trade 
of tho Skaget mines is to fall into the 
■• hands of those nearest the diggings and 
consequently in tho best position to 
supply them cheapest. There will bo a 
largo immigration from California, and 
it becomes the duty of all who recog- 
nize friends amongst immigrants on 
the mail steamers who may contem- 
plate adopting tho Seattle route to give 
them the advice that Punch gave to 
candidates for matrimony — " Don't. >" 

^OGEAN AND RIVER STEAMERS. 

' ' ' ___ 
On Tuesday we tried to meet the 
objection of the New Westminster 
Herald to the transhipment of goods 
from abroad at New Westminster by 
suggesting that n class of river steam- 
ers of sufficiently light draught to cross 
the Fraser sandheads and bars and 
strong enough to withstand any gale of 
wind or sea they would be apt to en- 
counter between Victoria and Frasei- 
mouth, be run between Victoria and 
Emory. The Herald, however, refuses 
to accept our proposition as a solution 
of tho difficult problem, contending 
that a steamboat which could clear the 
fiver bars must be of a draught so 
lighi as to I'cnder her unsafe for the 
gulf service. If the Herald's objection 
be sound, what becomes of its demand 
for ocean stenin communication? A 
vessel that can cross tho bars below 
Now 'Westminster can reach Emory 
five or six months in each year; :and 
have we not the example of the light- 
draught steamer Western Slope mak- 
ing ."iPveral successful trips from Vic- 
toria to the Boundary line on Stickeen 
river and returning in safety 1 Now, 
if it were possible for ocean steamers 
of the class of the Dakota to run regu- 
larlj' to New Westminster, the same 
class of vessels could reach Emory, and 
there would then be an end to tran- 
shipping goods citiier nt Victoria or 
New Westminster. As the first is im- 
possible tlie second need not be con- 
sidered. Tho character of the freight 
that jfVfilli shortly, employ , shipping 
bound to this port can only be carried 
in vessels of a class too large to 
reach tlic Royal City; and as the 
Herald admits that the lailway freight 
will "come from beyond the seas," liow 
can it bo claimed as New Westminster 
freight whcfl it is dcstijied for a town 
110 miles further up river? If New 
Westminster were the point of produc- 
tion and manufacture, undoubtedly it 
would bo the point at which goods des- 
tined for Emory v. ould be shipped on 
ri^'er steamers; but^i.s the railway goods 
will "come from beyond the seas," and 
aj thoy must he tii.st discharged at 
Victor'n, why should there be (as the 
Herald urgei' a few di'.ys ago) another 
handling at New Westminster? Why 
shoiild not tin; steamer tluiL receives 
theik from iho ocean vessel -carry 
thei^i. clear on to Emory? Why?

ENGLAND. 

T -^'DOK, Fob. 10. — The Sportsman 
announces that Cliristopher Barras has 
au.- ...;ed tho editor of that journal to 
retain i;50 of the stakes in t^io Boyd- 
Elliott match and issue a challenge to 
Hanlan in behalf of Boyd to ro^^• a 
race within a stipulated time for .£'J00 
a side, for the championship of Eni^'and 
and the Hporlsman challenge tr^^[ihy. 
Barras is willing to add £300 more to 
the stakes if Hanlan would like to row 
for X500 a side. Boyd will row a rate 
with Ilawdoii on the Tvne on Satur- 
day for X-JOO. 

In tho match on tho Tvne next Sat- 
urday Bobert M. Boyd, winner of the 
race with Elliott yestf>rday, and John 
Hawdon, tho former gives the latter a 
start of four longth.s. 

LONDOX, Fob. 10. — Tho Tim-s has 
reason to believe that directions will 
be sent to the British Minister at 
Tfihoraii to inform the Persian Govorn- 
ment that Her JIaje.sty's Government 
releases Per.sia from the treaty engage- 
ment of 1S57, by which Persia bound 
herself not to take possession of Herat. 
Tliis amounts to an invitation to Persia 
to ilo the thing she is now expressly 
held from doing. Tho Times adds; We 
seem in eflcct to have handed her over 
to Persia with a view to identifying 
the interests of Persia and India in oj)- 
positiou to those of Rus.<)ia. 

LoN'DOX, Feb. 10. — The J'tmif* says: 
"Wo shall learn with pleiisuro that the 
permission of this government to Persia 
to occupy Herat does not involve tho 
guarantee of secure pcssession. If 
England is to bo liable for what may 
happen in the direction of Herat there 
seems almost an endless vista of re- 
sponsibility opening out more and 
more. A demonstration by Russia, 
which would have little or no meaning 
before, might bo tho ground of a very 
grave .luspiciou in viow of its j)Ossible 
elfect on the state of affairs at Herat. 

Plymouth, Feb. 10. — The steamship 
Chimborazo, for Australia, returned in 
consequence of damage during a gale. 
Tsvo persons were washed overbo.^ni, 
two killed and seventeen injured. Tlie 
steamer lost 6 boats and received other 
damage. 

IRELiVND. 
Dublin, Feb. 9. — One woman and 
seven men were killed and thirteen 
workmen and firemen seriously injured 
by the burning of tho Tiieatro Royal. 
Everything in the building was con- 
sumed, including a largo and costly 
wardrobe. The theatre took lire at 
about one o'clock from a light in the 
hands of a boy lighting tlie gas. Most 
of the employes were at dinner at the 
time and the flames spread rapidly. 
Llanager Egerton lost his life by re- 
maining too long in the building in 
an effort to arrest the flames.

— Uunzuk-i;, the 
would-be regicide, has been sentenced 
to death.

RUSSIA. 

A ....n.;a, Feb. 9. — Labanoff, Ru8.sian 
amba.saador to London, has received 
fresh orders from iiis government to 
hint in his discussion with tlie English 
cabinet on Asiatic affairs that Russia 
considers Herat as lying beyond Eng- 
land's sphere and that she could not 
therefore suCer Herat to be exclusive- 
ly subordinated to British influence. 

AU.STRIA. 
\'ik.nna, Feb. 10. — Intelligeiico has 
been received through an unimpeach- 
abU) channel to tho effect that at the 

time General Roberts so unexpectedly 
found himself in a critical position l.'O- 
fore Cabul tho Russian General Abra- 
maw, Governor of Samarcaiul, had 
secretly arrived at Dcrwazo at the 
east of Cabul, the center of agitation. 
There is no longer the slightest doubt 
that a league has been formed in Cen- 
tral Asia under the auspices of Russia 
and against English domination, and

lESSH AFP AIRS UNDER DISCUS- 
SION. 

Synopsis of th,o Spocchos. 
GENER.4L NEWS. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Fob. 10. — In tho Plouse of 
Commons last night, Mitchell Henry, 
Homo Rule member for Galway, re- 
sumed debate on the amendment to the 
addrcR.s. He condemned the Govern- 
! ment for their inaction in Ireland, and 
suggested a vote of .£10,000,000 or 
£15,000,000 to bo used in building 
railways in different parts of Ireland 
and tho commencement of a system of 
reclamation of waste lands. 

W, E. Forster. Liberal member fgr 
Bxftdford, declared that if tha Govern 



ment had not doiio their best to ward 
off the horrors of famine no consuro 
would be too great for them. As the 
Govemment were taking steps to avert 
famine, arid he' could not hut believe 
that they woidd bo able to succeed, he 
should vote against the amendment. 
Ifc could not agree that tho land ten- 
ure was the sole cause of distrcs.s. He 
hoped that the session would not close 
witliout an attempt being made to 
deal with tho land tenure. 

Wm. Henry Smith, first Lord of tlio 
Admiralty, argued that to have entered 
upon the ambitious schemes of rej)ro- 
ductivo works in Ireland would have 
interfered with the natural course of 
food supply and employment. 

Thomas A. Dickson, Liberal mem- 
ber for Dungarvan, .supported tho 
amendment. 

Edward Heriiion, Conservative mem- 
ber for Preston, expressed fear that 
some of tiie speeches made during this 
ctfebate would have tho" effect" of curtniil- 
...^ pn>ate benevolence. 

Sir Patrick O'Brien, Liberal nieni- 
bcr for King's County, accused tho 
Government of encouraging relief from 
America and France instead of per- 
forming their duty tliemsolve.s. 

BUmnorhassett, Home Rule member 
for Kerry, condemned the Govornracnt's 
plans as inadequate. 

Sir John Sinclair, Liberal member 
for Caithnesshiro, urged tho necessity 
of nipping parliamentary obstructions 
in tho bud. lie declared that reports 
of distress in Ireland were exaggerated. 

]\lcCarthy, Home Rule member for 
!M allow, and Shaw Lefevro, Liberal 
member for Reading, opposed the 
amendment. 

John ICdward Synon, Limerick coun- 
ty, and Keys O't.'lery, Wexford, Homo 
Rulers, supported the uniendmont. 

Edward Dwyer Gray, Homo Rule 
member for Tipperary, present Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, took occasion to ex- 
press his gratitude to tho Duchess of 
Marlborough for hor exertions in be- 
half of distressed Irish. 

T'iie ilarquis of Hartington thought 
the question in its present shajie had 
been raised too .soon. He was not in 
a position to give an opinion yot as to 
whether tlio Government measures 
were ndctjuate. Sir Goo. Bowyer, 
Liberal ami Home Rule member for 
Wexford, opposed the amendment. The 
Right Hon. Edward Gibson, attorney- 
general for Iieland, defended tho Gov- 
ernment. Mr. David Gabbitt, Home 
Rule member for Limerick City, then 
moved tho adjournment of the debate 
until to morrow. Agreed.

To THE Editou of Thr Colosist:— 
Sir— As the fishing season is fast ap- 
proaching I think it is time that the 
attention of sportsman, as well as the 
public generally, should ho 'called to 
tho wliole.salf destruction of trout 
which goes on in our lakes and streams 
by the uso of certain kinds of bait. Of 
these there are .several which are more 
or less murderous; but I refer especially 
to salmon-roe, the uso of which is 
strictly prohibited in every country that 
I know of where the slightest atten- 
tion is paid to fishing. Tho bait is 
most deadly in the early and later 
period.sof the season; but its use at any 
lime is unfair and unsportsmanlike. 

Could not a petition bo got up pray- 
ing the local Legislature to pass a short 
Act, during the coming setsion, which, 
like that relating to land game, would 
not only present the fish from being 
taki-n ■' ring a recognized close .sea.son, 
liuc would protect them from such 
havoc as goes on at Prospect and otiior 
lakes every year 1 

Lake and stream fishing here should 
not commence earlier than the lutli 
March, and should end on the .'Hst 
October, by which latter date the fish 
are getting full of spawn. 

Such an Act as T have .suggested 
would not bo difTicult to enforce, and 
one or two convictions wouhl probably 
check altogether such destructive prac- 
tices as those referred to.

Bloomfield te.stilied that at about 
a quarter past one o'clock on tho morning j 
of tlie 5th inst. ho was standing at the 
corner uf 0<.veriniient and V;i!es streets j 
in company witli .Hjieeial oilicur ilart ;ind I 
several citizens; sudd.'idy he lieard the j 
.sound of gla.ss breaking; e.iuUl > ee no one 
in the .street and just tliempiitea iiuantiiy 
uf smtjke came out from under the ver- i 
aiulah in front of the St. Nicholas build- ! 
ing; proceeded to Mr. Ctribble'fi store ' 
when he could hear wo. id cniekling and 
glass breaking, Imt could see no tiiv; an ' 
alarm \va.i at i. nee given and as soon as tlie 
firemen came witli the hose the dom- was 
burst in; a viiUinie uf smoke aeconijianied :

front of the staircase partition. Witness 
went into the store and tried to save the 
stock, carrying out the show c;\soh and 
othor articles; managed to save somo of 
his books. 

To iVir. Ward— Left tho store about 7 
o'clock on Wednesthiy evening; have im 
idea how tho fire oceurreil; don't tiiink 
there was any fire in the storo when 1 
loft; opposite the atovoworo" some boxes- 
<if dolls stuU'eil with Biiwdust and packed 
in hay; thoy got wot in I'oing brought 
round froin'Esipiiinnlt; kept all my bonks 
in tho store exceiit my stock bnok which 1 
always took homo. 

This exhausted tho evidence and after 
a brief consultation the jury rotiu ned a 
verdict "that there is no ovidoiico to show 
tho cause of tho Cru." His Honor con- 
curred in tho verdict and the (Jourt tlien 
1 adjourned.

Owing to the 
state of the children the Sherifl could

Tlic wintry evo> ing was now fast 
closing over this jioor and d(!votcd 
familv, and never tlid we leave a .spot 
that so appealed to every high and ten- 
der fooling. Getting on the high road 
we met a umn — a very decent, kind 
hearted mah — who asked of Mr. Tandy, 
tho agent, for some of the neighbors to 
let in tho poor family. .Mr. Thomr • 
Enilly replied that if the ncigliliois 
hadn't that niueh kindness he would 
let them stay out if leave had to bo 
asked of the agent for the like. 

Calmness and fortitude these poor 
peo])lo showed throughout a day of un- 
expected agony and groat physical dis- 
comfort. In our mind an almost sacred 
interest attaches to this spot. We 
turn from it now, Bickened and griev- 
ed, but shall always remember the ray 
of hope, tho despair, the grief, the feel- 
ing invoked. And never can we forget 
the cold, biting wind, and tho icy 
solitude when wo took a last glimp.se 
of the desolated, home as the shades 
of night were fast encompassing it. 
And these poor women, and tlio little 
children above all, affording, to little 
one."? at least, like themselves, an inter- 
esting feature in this tht! saddest of 
stories — the eviction near Balla, in the 
West of Ireland, Christmas 1879. 

Mr. Thomas Pvoilly of Balla, a relative 
of the Dempsey's, took tho family into 
the town last night, where they at pre- 
sent remain.
